Lincoln  County 

Nestled  in  the  northwest  comer  of  Montana,  Lincoln  County  is 
Montana's  1 0th  most  populous  with  1 8,837  residents,  according  to  the 
2000  Census. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1 909  and  named  after 
President  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  authors  add  the  first  white  settlement  in 
that  area  of  the  state  was  in  Libby,  the  county  seat,  and  was  possibly 
named  after  early  settler  George  Davis's  daughter. 

Libby  is  the  state's  29th  largest  city  with  a  population  of  2,626.  The 
city  is  near  the  Libby  Dam  which  created  the  90-mile  long  Lake 
Koocanusa  and  provides  electricity  around  the  Pacific  Northwest.  The 
area  is  known  for  lumber  and  wood  products,  mining,  tourism  and 
recreation. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Lincoln  County  households  in  1997  was  $27,934.  The  county  is  3,675.2 
square  miles  in  area;  3,6 1 2.8  square  miles  in  land  area  and  62.4  in  inland 
water  area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to 
the  Great  Falls  Weather  Service,  the  average  daily  low  in  Libby  in 
January  between  1 96 1  and  1 990  was  1 7.3  degrees  above  zero  and 
average  January  snowfall  18.1  inches.  The  average  daily  high  in  July  was 
87.3  degrees  above.  The  annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period 
was  1 8.45  inches  and  the  growing  season  (last  frost  to  first  fi^ost)  was 
from  June  1 0  to  Sept.  7.
